Dear Sir: 

In response to the election requirement, applicant hereby elects the species 
covered by Species V, embodiment of Fig. 9A-10B. 

The Office Action has indicated at page 2 that independent "claim 1 appears 
to be generic [to] claims 14, 29, 39, 40 and 41," but this does not indicate which claims 
are generic to each species. In a telephonic interview with Examiner Pham on 
November 10, 2006, the Examiner indicated that all independent claims were generic to 
all species. Accordingly, Applicants believe that claims 1-38 and 41, reciting one of a 
pixel cell, a pixel sensor array and an integrated circuit are covered by Species V (Figs. 
9A-10B). Additionally, given that the Office Action has indicated that claims 39 and 40 
are also generic to all embodiments, Applicants submit that it would not be 
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burdensome to examine all the pending claims, all of which are or depend from a 
generic independent claim. 

Applicants' election is made without prejudice. As noted by the Examiner, 
upon the allowance of a generic claim, Applicants will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to not more than a reasonable number of species in addition to the elected 
species, provided that all claims to each additional species are written in dependent 
form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 
37 CFR 1.146. 

An action on the merits of all the claims and a Notice of Allowance thereof 
are respectfully requested.
